If that strikes you as a half-bak- 
ed, smarty-pants generalization, it 
may be because you don’t know the 
first thing, either, 

When we look in the newspaper 
any Monday morning to learn who 


has been killed in motor atcidents, 


we ‘learn that even when drivers 
know everything else about driv- 
ing, they don’t know the first 
thing. 

The- first thing you must. under- 


‘stand about your'car is that it does 


not belong exclusively to you. Un- 
less you get this point straight you 
cannot be an intelligent driver. 
The legal contept of ownership is 
already out of date as it applies to 
automobiles. And until every mo- 
torist gets it clearly through his 
head that his car is not entirely his 
own property, driving will continue 
to threaten his purse, his health, 
his sanity and his life. 


Conduct of Motorists 


Regulations governing your con- 
yact asa motorist will continue in- 
effective as long as you cling to 
your belief that your car, like your 
shoes, is a private and independent 
means of getting you from A to 
B. As things stand, our laws are 
merely the expression of how much 
interference you deem necessary for 
other motorists, They are neither 
thoroughly nor sincerely obeyed, 
because you regard them as an en- 
croachment upon your essential 
sovereignty as a driver. So many 
motorists are so many votes, and 
the law is timid. Every policeman’s 
wage is a charge upon your wages, 
so enforcement is but a token. 
Short of providing a constable to 
ride with every driver, the law can- 
not cope with your innocent arro- 
gance in sypposing that your car is 


please. 

Without thousands of other. auto- 
mobiles, yours would he of no use 
to you™Menu could not afford even 
to own it, Thé@eichways, the gas 
stations, the bridges, the repair 
shops, the hot dog stands—none of 
the facilities upon which the value 

your car depends could exist 
without the support of thousands 
of motorists. 


Control Necessary 


Your car is nothing without thou- 
sands of other cars. 

Our economy could not function 
without thousands of cars, The au- 
tomobile is a social institution, It 
is a foundation stone of modern life. 
It.is a public utility. Society needs 
the automobile; but society. will 
soon have to take charge of it. 
It Has become capricious Moloch 
to be appeased with Sabbath off- 
erings of human dead. It must be 
brought under control. Which is fo 
say that thousands of drivers must 
be brought under control. Self-con- 
trol may conceivably be the an- 
swer: but, as to that, one cannot 
find a basis for optimism. Self-con- 
trol for this purpose must be .rooted 
in a clear conception of the public 


trusteeship of every motorist, the 
debt he owes every other motorist, 
the equity which society has in his 
car, must become plain. 


Many “Clever” Drivers 


There is really no such thing as 
clever driving any more. An auto- 
mobile, being cleverly designed, re- 
sponds eagerly to the whims of the 
stupidest moron. No higher talent 
is required of a motorist than to 
keep his mind on what he’s. doing 
and obey the law. If he would 
faithfully do that, all would be well. 
Yet the roads abound with “clev- 
er” drivers. Cleverness, in. diving 
consists only of outwitting or in- 
timidating: other drivers, and in tak- 
ing chances. The driver who thus 
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atcomplishment, . even a social 
grace, reveals only boorish irre- 
sponsibility, Yet, regarding his car 
as a private means for accomplish- 
ing private purposes, and having 
been encouraged to take less ond 
less responsibility upon himself, he 
can perhaps hardly be blamed. His 
neighbors are more impressed by 
imitation white sidewalls on_ his 
tires than by consideration for 
them in traffic. 

It is hard to understand why mo- 
toring is considered less difficult 
and dangerous than flying, You are 
free to drive a car, no matter how 
big a fathead you may be; while 
to qualify.as a pilot you must have 
considerable instruction, and putin 
hours of supervised practice. Yet 
aircraft almost never collide. They 
ram mountains, they run foul of 
bad weather, their mechanisms fail; 
but they practically never injure 
each other.. The bulk of damage to 
automobiles and their passengers is 
done by other automobiles, 


As Driver Sees Himself 
‘ Almost any nincompoop, malé or 
female, is allowed to drive. And the 
motorist appraises an accident 
strictly in terms of what it costs 
him in money. Discredit seldom fol- 
lows responsibility for an accident.

We are ashamed of peor form on 
the golf course; we blush and stam- 
mer when we trump our partner’s 
ace: we will rent a dres suit to 
cover up honest poverty; yet we'll 
drive our cars dangerously and stu- 
pidly with the lordliest unconcern. 
We are embarrassed by the revela- 
tion of any trifling misfortune or 
inadequacy, evén when it hurts no- 
body else; yet we are never asham- 
ed of incompetence as drivers. We 
don’t even recognize competence as 
a factor in driving, There are only 
dumb drivers and smart drivers, 
lucky drivers and unlucky drivers, 
large new impressive cars arid lit- 
tle old contemptible ‘cars, 

Because practically nobody un- 
derstands the automobile. Practic- 
ally no driver sees himself as a 
small, dependent unit in a great 
social process. Practically every 
driver sees himself as Ben Hur 
in the Hippodrome. 


Sense of Trusteeship 
Canadians have natioinalized or 
socialized a good many public utili- 
ties, few of which are more basic 
to the country’s life than the -auto- 
mobile. It. would be a tremendous 
legislative undertaking to transfer

RED CROSS OUTPOST 
HOSPITAL SERVICE 


Announcement was ‘eenentty made | 
by Hon. Russell T. Kelley, Minister of | 
Health, that the Ontario Government | 
will contribute $165,000 towards the | 
nearly projected half.million dollar 
Outpost Hospital expansion program, 
which the Ontario Division of Red 
Cross plans. 

Details of the plan provide for a 
new hospital of 20 beds, to cost $110,- 
000 at Bancroft; improvements and 
additions costing $15,000 at Beard- 
more; new wing and service depart- 
ments at Englehart costing $50,000; 
a new hospital of 20 beds costing 
$110.000 at Nipigon; new wing with 
12 beds and service department to 
cost $75,000 at Bracebridge; new 
hospital of 22 beds to cost $120,000 
at Huntsville; alterations to a donat- 
ed building at Red Lake. All costs 
are estimated only. 

John A. Marsh; Commissioner of 
Ontario Division Red Cross stated 
today that the plan follows a familar 
pattern established some years ago 
by the Society, whereby the Govern- 
ment commits itself to one-third the 
cost of the hospital building program: 
the Red Cross one-third, and the 
communities concerned a third. ‘In 
some cases it has been impossible to | 
proceed on this basis,” he said, “be- 
cause the community has been unable 
to raise their portion.

Pardon by Paul 


Philemon was a very prominent 
man of lofty and exemplary Chris- 
Though a slave-owner he was. a 
man of lifty and exemplary Chris- 
tian character. 

Onesimus was a slave of Phele- 
mon and apparently had been guil- 
ty of some dishonesty toward his 
master and ‘had fled to Rome, Hear- 
ing that Paul was there he went to 
hear him preach. Onesimus was 
converted by Paul's preaching as 
his master had been in the old 
[Cphesian days and thus became 
Paul's child whom he had begotten 
in his “bonds”. Now Paul is send- 
ing him back to his master for him 
to decide what to do with him. 

The Roman law was very severe 
regarding runaway slaves but Paul 
knew that Phelemon, as a Christi- 
an, would act justly. Paul would 
have the right “to enjoin” Phile- 
mon with “all boldness” to do the 
“befitting thing,” but with char- 
acteristic tact and courtesy he be-

INCREASE IN LOANS REFLECTS 
WAR-TO-PEACE TRANSITION 


Montreal, Dec. 3.—One of the “immediate and urgent 


tasks” confronting Canadians is to put a sound foundation of 
production under the present high level of purchasing power, 
George W. Spinney, C.M.G., president of the Bank of Montreal, 
said at'the recent 129th annual meeting of the bank. 


At the same meeting, the bank's 
general manager, B. C. Gardner, re- 
viewed the progress of the ba 
during the year and revealed that 
demand for banking services had 
reached unprecedented levels. De- 
posit accounts had increased by 
100,000 during the year to reach 
1,500,000 or 40 per cent more than 
in 1939. 


Mr. Spinney expressed guarded 


confidence in the ability of Canada 
to meet economic conditions of the 
future, but added that he noted a 
number of popular. beliefs about 
such cdénditions which now were 
“an absolute hindrance to a clear- 
sighted appreciation of the funda- 
mentals of progress and welfare.” 
He gave as one such belief “the 
still prévalent idea that purchasing 


power rather‘than production is the 


main spring of employment, income 
and material well-being. 


“Money is, after all, a claira on 


the productive resources of the 
community . .. We cannot, asa 
people, become wealthier simply by 
obtaining more money for produc- 
ing the same or less... no device 
or formula can produce wealth and 
well-being without work, enterprise 
and the assurance of reward.” 

Discussing the fact that millions 
of man-days of production had been 
lost during the. past.year, Mr. Spin- 
ney said that “no one sector of this 
complex unity called Canada can 
suffer without all other clemehts 
feeling the pinch. We have a vested 
interest in each other’s well-being.” 

* Questions High Taxation 
Speaking of taxes, Mr. Spinney 
said “J suggest that the concept of 
high taxation as an anti-inflationary 
measure in peacetime may be far 
from valid . ¢ . Wartime taxation 
was an important weapon in the 
fight against inflation, Bu. have we 
not already more than a little evi- 
dence that high taxation in peace- 
time is likely to have an entirely 
opposite effect?” 

Of social security measures Mr. 
Spinney said he believed that a cer- 
tain amount of social security plan- 
ning had a place in the Canadian 
economy, but that if it is to sup- 
plant the rsonal integrity that 
goes hand in hand with gyre 
for one’s future. “then believe 
that we will tend to become soft,” 
so that both incentive to enterprise

Editor’s note: A few weeks 
ago an article on .he sugar beet 
industry in the United States 
appeared on this page. Fol- 
lowing is a review of che in- 
dustry in the Province of 
Ontario, by M. McIntyre 
Hood Director of Publicity, 
Ontario Department of Agri- 
culture. 


After reaching a low ebb in the 
year 1941, the sugar beet industry 
of Ontario has since that year 
showed a steady upward trend, and 
this year of 1946 has seen a sub- 
stantial measure of recovery, with 
the largest acreage and the larg- 
est production within a six year 
period. The recovery is by no 
means complete, nor has produc- 
tion returned to its pre-war levels, 
but the movement in the growing 
of sugar beets for processing into 
sugar has been definitely upward, 


' thanks partly to the subsidies paid 


by the Ontario Government, and 
it is hoped that within the next 
two or three years it will have re- 


’ turned to normal proportions, so 


that the full capacity for the manu- 
facture of stgar from bects in the 
factories of Southwestern Ontario 
may be utilized. 

World Shortage of Sugar 


The production of sugar the 
world over has for the last few 
years been far short of require- 
ments. For the whole year of 1945, 
the shortage of sugar as compared 
with the normal requirements of 
the world reached the staggering 
total of 2,400,000 long tons. In the 
face of that situation, and with 
little improvement effected in 1946, 
it is essential that every sugaf-pro- 
ducing area in the world do its 
best to increase production. So far 
as Canada is concerned, it is im- 
perative that this country produce 
as much as possible of its own 
e needs, so that it will draw 
a corréspendingly smaller amount 
from the sadly” diminished world 
sugar pool. Normally, Canada pro- 
duces only about 20 per cent of its 
own requirements of about one bil- 
lion pounds a year, but that per- 
centage is attained only at the 
maximum production. Since 1941, 
sugar beet production has been far 
below normal, although since 1943 
it has shown steady increase. 

Ontario's Sugar Plants 

There are in Southwestern On- 


_ tario two sugar plants, one at 


Chatham and one at Wallaceburg, 


‘operated by the Canada and Do- 


minion Sugar Company, Limited. 
Since 1941, only one of the plants 
has been able to operate, because 
there have not been enough sugar 
beets grown to operate them both. 
It takes 200,000 tons of beets to 
operate the Wallaceburg plant at 
capacity and 240,000 tons for the 
Chatham plant. 

This year there was still a lack 
of sufficient sugar beets to operate 
the two plants, althougl the pro- 
duction was much better than in 
1945. The total acreage for ' 1946, 
of sugar beéts, was 23,375 acres, 
compared with 17,660 acres planted 
in 1945. This acreage provided a 
crop for 1946 of 210,000 tons of 
beets. or 8.98 tons per acre, as com-

pared with 164,000 tons, or an aver- 
age of 9.30 tons per acre in the 
previous year. 

While the situation has been im- 
proved to the extent indicated by 
the above figures, it is not yet good 
enough. This season’s beet crop 
is all being processed at the 
Chatham plant of the Canada and 
Dominion Sugar Company, and 
will provide .ufficient raw material 
for a run of about 80 days dura- 
tion, which is approximately five- - 
sixths of a full capacity run. Cur- 
rent estimates, on the basis of sugar 
content, are for an output of 55,- 
000,000 pounds of granulated sugar, 
about 10,000 or 11,000 tons of dried 
beet pulp, and from 1,500 to 1,800 
tons of molasses. | 


Good Rotation Crop 


For this year’s crop, growers are 
receiving approximately $13.00 per 
ton for beets delivered to. the fac- 
tories, and $12.25 per ton for beets 
delivered to outside points. This 
makes the gross value of the crop 
per acre $117.00 and $110.00 re- 
spectively, so that with 23,376 
acres planted, the sugar beet crop 
represents approximately two and 
three quarter million dollars to the 
growers in Southwestern Ontario, 


This sugar beet industry is of 
great importance to a sound and 
permanent agriculture in South- 
western Ontarjo. It is a good crop 
for the farmers to grow, as part 
of their rotation, because it feeds 
and cleans up the soil and leaves 
it in excellent condition for other . 
crops. It also plays its part in 
providing a longer working sea- 
son for farm labour, providing em- 
ployment at seasons of the. year 
when other work is not available 
on the farm. It is also important 
to the industrial life of the South- 
western section of the Province, 
since the operation of the sugar 
processing plants means consideér~, 
able employment in the Chatham ~ 
area.

In the fifteen months since V-J 
Day it has seemed as though there 
were insuperable obstacles in the 
way of agreement between the 
Eastern and Western Allies, says 
The New York Times.

Christmas is more than just an-

Its cheer is contagious and may 
be spread around our homes at 
this Yuletide season in many dif- 
ferent ways and places. It may be 
found on the mantel, in the win- 
dow, at the door and in the food.

British. Use . 
Radar Device 
To Loeate Oil 


Prospectors sometimes spend 
huge sums of money in drilling for 
oil without getting economic re- 
sults. It is interesting, therefore, 
to learn that the new British de- 
vice of radar is being employed to 
attain this purpose. 

An area of 2,000 square miles has 
been marked out on the sea around 
the Bahamas, Equipped with a div- 
ing chamber and gravity meter, 
and using radar to plot their posi- 


tion, crews are mapping rock and 


sand formations far below the shal- 
low ocean bed — seeking all the 
clues they can find before sinking 
perhaps“half a million dollars into 
a well-drilling project. The diving 
bell takes a researcher down to the 
ocean floor and allows him to use 
a meter, which registers delicate 
variation’ in the pull of gravity, 
thus indicating the type of rock 
beneath the ocean bed and whether 
or not it is oil-bearing. 

There is also expectation that this 
may be used to locate gold and 
other valuable minerals below the 
ground. If such a thing be pos- 
sible, it will be of incalculable 
benefit to Canada. Surface ex- 
plorations are often misleading, dis- 
appointing the promoters after 
spending stockholders’ money on 
development. If radar can detér- 
mine whether there is paying gold 
or riot in a claim, it will revolution- 
ize mining and ‘prevent the wast- 
age of untold millions of dollars.

What Science is Doing 


Arthritis 


Opening a campaign for. $2,500,- 
000 with which to co-ordinate and 
extend study of the causes, preven- 


tion and treatment of arthritis, Dr. 
Thomas Parran, surgeon-gerieral of 
the United States, produced some 
challenging statisti¢s, says The 
New York Sun, The rheumatoid 
diseases affect at least one person 
in every 20 in the United States, he 
reported. A national health survey 
10 years ago revealed that 7,000,000 
persons were suffering from these 
diseases — “miore than ‘the number 
sufering from heart disease, cancer, 
tuberculosis and diabetes com- 
bined.” He = ¢stimated that each 
year more than 97,000,000 man-days 
are lost from work, school or other 
activities because of arthritis, that 
its victims most frequently are in 
the prime of life when their econo- 
nomie responsibilities are greatest. 
He further told his audience that 
although arthritis is one of the old- 
est known human diseases, it is-one 
of the least understood and most 
neglected. Rheumatoid arthritis is 
one of the most crippling and pain- 
ful of ailments, and even if its vic- 
tims are not completely incapacitat- 
ed, their efficiency is lowered by 
hagging aches.

No Canadian 
" . Butter Exported 


can 


It has been reported frequently 
that Canada has exported import- 
ant quantities of butter to the 
United Kingdom. That is not cor- 
rect, stated J. F. Singleton, Asso- 
ciate Director, Marketing Service, 
Dairy Products, Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, and Chair- 
man, Dairy Products Board, in a 
recent address.. No butter, he: said, 
had been exported to the United 
Kingdom, although no doubt rela- 
tively small quantities of Canadian 
butter have been provided for 
ships’ stores, and those would be 
Classified as exports to the coun- 
tries to which the ships were sail- 
ing. Total quotas established 


amounted to 5.6 million pounds, of 


which 3 million pounds” was 
“cooking” butter of such low qual- 
ity that there was no market for 
the product in Canada. Quotas of 


“table” butter totalled 2.6 million 


pounds. The quantity exported will 


amount to about 1.7 per cent of 
total production of creamery and 
dairy butter.

Many Birds 
Spend Winter 
In Ontario 


While many of our feathered 
friends have taken themselves 


south with the approach of chilly 


weather that does not mean that 
the birds have all gone. To many 
a bird Ontario is practically tropi- 
cal. During late Autumn and Win- 
ter we may observe birds which 
we cannot see at any other scason 
of the year. 

Among these birds are the fa- 
miliar ones such as the slaty grey 
junco; sometimes called the black 
snowbird. You'll know him at 
once by the white feather at either 
side of his tail. In company with 
tree sparrows, also down for the 
winter, the juncoes feast on weed 
seeds that remain above the snow 
level. Snow buntings too whirl up 
from fields of weed seeds like a 
flock of snowflakes by the wind, 

The. Bohemian waxwing is a 
jaunty fellow in grey and brown 
and yellow, with blobs of-red on 
each wing, like drops of sealing 
wax. The scarlet berries of the 
mountain ash are his favorite sack. 
He is a little smaller than g robin, 
as are the Pine Grosbeaks and the 
Evening 
fuests. The Pine Grosbeak is rosy 
red in colour, ahd you'll see him 
searching out the seeds .of the ash 
tree. The Evening Grosheak is a 
dashing fellow in canary colors. He 
prefers the seeds of the Manitoba 
maple, or box elder. 

The Northern Shrike, with the 
black mask over his eves, may be 
a desperado, but he’s not all bad. 
Mice form the greater part of his 
food. He hangs them on a thorn 
or barbed wire fence until his 
lunch hour comes; accounting for 
his name the “butcher bird”.

Britons Warned 
To Work Harder 
To Produce More 


In the sharp warning which the 
British government has issued to “ 
labor in that country it must work 
harder and produce more if ft 
wants greater social benefits is a 
lesson for this and many other 
lands, comments The New York 
Sun. In many quarters of the 
globe, under various forms of 
government, workers recently have 
been taking things much easier 
than before the war. This undoubt- 
edly stems in part from war weari- 
ness. .After the magnificent pro 
duction job labor did during the ‘ 
war it may feel that it well has 
earned a breathing spell. Allowing 
the wish to father the thought, it 
has tried to see whether it could 
not obtain greater material bene- 
fits than ever without working so 
hard for them. From behind the 
iron curtain has conie intimation 
that even in totalitarian Russia this 
feeling has manifested itself; that 
there have been purges of those 
‘who felt there should be. greater 
‘rewards with less production. <

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If it were possible anywhere to 
reconcile these two things it would 
be in Great Britain. Here labor has 
its own government, committed to 
a socialistic program of affording 
to the individual the maximum in 
comfort and protection from cradle 
to grave. And it nas found out) 
that while it would like to put ite 
workers on a forty-hour week, and 
in various other ways make things 
easier for them, it is living In a 
highly competitive world, one go- 
verned not by visions of the more 
abundant life but by immutable 
economic laws. 


Perhaps in the atomic future it 
will be possible to provide in 
thirty, or even in twenty, hours a 
week all the goods a country needs 
to maintain its own economy and 
its standing in the world. But that 
is something that must be deter- 
mined by production of those 
goods.
